It may be a step backward—but 
in the long run is the farmer really 
any better off because he gets his 
crop handled in reduced time by the 
mechanized method? 

Is the time that he ‘‘saved’’ de- 
voted to some other branch of farm 
work that adds to the yearly income? 

The speed with which the - mech- 
anized equipment handles the crop 
most assuredly reduces the hired la- 
bor bill. And. just as surely ithe 
farmer and the newspaper man and 
everybody else has to meet the pay- 
ment of the millions that are being 


poured out now in keeping alive the 
men and their families. who are suf 


i 


fering because the men are out of 
werk, several of whom were short of 
work on the farms last year. 

The correspondent need not worry 
about the oil situation, so far as Ca- 
nada is concerned. There is not any 
over-production in this country. As 
a matter of fact, we are sending out 
of the country around $100,0000,000 
a year for petroleum products.

And this is no dream. This week 
a farmer of the district came in to 
get a license for his Buick. He had 
just finished hauling six loads of 
wheat to the Pool elevator, and had 
received this check for the ‘‘initial” 
payment. The grain in the six loads 
amounted to 371 bushels. The check 
in payment amounted to $25.47. His 
licence cost $25.50. It took 371 
bushels of wheat and 3c, in cash, to 
pay for the licence. To fill his gas- 
oline tank with ten gallons, took 50 
bushels of wheat, and a quart of oil 
took seven bushels of wheat. For-- 
tunately he did not have to buy a 
new tire just at present, which would 
have taken nearly 400 bushels of 
wheat, and if he had been unfortun-- 
ate enough to get his machine over- 
hauled, it would have taken at the 
lowest calculation 500 bushels more.

Besides the outside buyers it is 
highly probable that a number of 
farmers in Alberta will be in need of 
horses with which to do their crop 
planting and gathering this year. 
One argument highly in favor of this 
idea is that with oats at such a low 
level at country points, that they are 
hardly worth marketing. Producers 
will find the best outlet through et- 
ting it provide horse power. Ewen 
in the case where the farmer is 
short on oats, it is more profitable 
fer at prevailing gasoline rates it 
would take approximately two bush- 
els of oats to purchase one gallon of 
gasoline. Therefore, by buying oats 
the cost of production should be 
greatly reduced and that seems to 
be the main problem confronting the 
farmers of the west.
